Guidelines 


4, Purpose. This memorandum pro- 
vides guidclines to Federal departments, 
agencies, and establishments for pre- 
paring detailed environmental state- 
menig on proposals for legisintion and 
other major Federal nelions simificantly 
Mitecting the quality of the human en- 
vironment os required by section 102(2) 
a) of the National Enviroumental Pol- 
iey Act (Public Law 91-1905 (hereafter 
“che Act’). Underlying the preparation 
of sneh environmental elatements is the 
mordote of bel the Aci and Excoutive 
Crder Lisi Cth TLR. 4247) of Mareh 4, 
4970, that alk Federal agencies, to the 
fullest extent possible, direct their pol- 
cies, plans and programs 80 18 to mect 
jattonal enviroumental goals, The ob- 
jective of seetion 102(2) (C) of the Act 
and of these guidelines Is to build into 
the neency decision making process on 
appropriate and careful consideration of 
the environmental aspects of propased 
action and to assist agencies in imple-

menting not only the letter, but the 


range implications to man, his 


spirit, of the Act. This memorandun also 
provides guidance on implementation of 
section 309 of the Clean Air Act, as 
amended (42 U.S.C, 1857 et seq). 

As early as possible and in 
fll eases prior to agency decision con- 
cerning major action or recommendation 
or # fruvorable report on legislation that 
slenificantly . affcets the onvironment, 
Federal agencies will, in consultation 
with other appropriate Federal, - State, | 
and local agencies, assess in detall the 
potential environmental impact in order 
that adverse effects are avoided, and 
environmental quality is restored or eti- 
hanced, to the fullest extent practleable. 
Tn particular, alternative actlons that 
wil) minimize adverse imprct should bo. 
explored and both the long- and short- 
physical 
and social surroundiugs, and to nature, 
should be evaluated in order to avold 
to the f tillesb extesit. practicable undesir= 
nble consequences for the environment,

A rig- 
orous exploration and objective evalua- 
tion of alternative actions that might 
nvoid some or all of the adverse enviton~- 
mental effects is essential, Suffictent 
analysis of such alternatives and their 
costs and impact on the environment 
should accompany the proposed action 
through the agency review process in 
order not to foreclose prematurcly op- 
tlons which might have less detrimental 
effects. 

(v) The relationship between local 
short-term uses of man’s environment 
and the maintenance and cnhancement 
of long-term productivity, This in es~- 
sence requires the agency to assess the 
actlory’ for 
effects from the perspective that each 
generation is trustee of the environment 
for succeeding mencrations, 

(vi) Any irreversible and irretrievable 
commitments of resources which would 
be {uvelved In the proposed action should 
it be implemented, This requires the 
areney to identify the extent to which 
the achion curtnils the range of benefl- 
cial uses of the environment. 

(vii) Where appropriate, a discussion 
of problems and objections raised by 
other Federal, State, and local agencies 
and by private organizations and indi- 
vidtials In the review process and the 
disposition of the issues involved. (This 
secihion may be wdded at tlie cod of the 
review process in the final text of the 
environmental statement.) 

(b) With respect to water quality as- 
Stcts of the proposed action which have 
been previously certiNed by the appro- 
priate State or Interstate organization as 
being in substantial compliance with ap- 
plienble water quality standards, the 
comment of the Environmental Protec- 
tion Ageney should also be requested.

Agencies seeking comment should de- 
termine which onc or more of the above 
listed agencies are appropriate to consult 
on bho basis of the areas of expertise 
identificd in Appendix 2 to these gulde- 
lines. It is recommendéd (i) that the 
above listed departments and agencies 
establish contact points, which often are 
most appropriately regional offices, for 
providing comments on the enyviron- 
mental statements and (i) that depart- 
ments from which comment is solicited 
coordinate and consolidate the comments 
of their component entities. The re- 
quirement in section 102(2)(C) to ob- 
tain comment from Federal agencies hav- 
ing jurisdiction or special expertise is In 
addition to any specific statutory obliga- 
tlon of any Federal agency to coordinate 
or consult with any other Federal or 
State agency. Agencies secking comment 
may establish: time limits of not Icss 
than thirty (30) days for reply, after 
which it may be presumed, unless the 
arency consulted requests a specified ex- 
tension of time, that the agency con- 
sulted has no comment to make. Aren- 
cies secking comment should endeavor 
ta comply with requests for extensions 
of time of up to fifteen (15) days.
